First, she believes that
every child must be given indi-
vidual attention; and, secondly,
she believes that a good psy-
chologist is one who is not only
interested in people but who
also’ feels that the individual
has it within himself to help
himself.

Problems

simpler ones to the very com-
plex. In many cases her coun:
seling 'helps to straighten out
these difficulties. ¥n some in-
stances, all she will do is make
a diagnosis and refer the child
to a specialist,

covered to be due to frustra-
tion. A child may be unable to
keep up with the rest of the
class and thus have a strong
feeling of inadequacy and a
need to “escape.” A different
classroom is then recommended

“Psychological guidance and
counseling, instead of punish-
ment and police action, is often
the answer,” Mrs. Brown said.

Exceptional Children

A great deal of work is done
with exceptional children, These
fall into four main groups:
auditory, visual, crippled, and
mentally retarded,

Special classrooms are often
made available to them or the
children are helped to fit into
the regular classroom routine.

Others

Another group of children
are the emotlonally disturbed.

Of the 12,000 elementary and
high school students in this
district, about 120 will see Mrs.
Brown for consultation during
the year, it was estirpated.

Children are referred to Mrs.
Brown through the principals
*‘*o various schools. Teach-

s Bnd sometimes parents con-
tact the principal and ask for
the school psychologist's assist-
ance.

In some cases a problem can
be solved simply through con-
sultation. At other times psy-
chological tests are given:

In the moré complex cases,
Brown -consults with the
principal, teachers, and parents
as well as with the child in or
der to arrive at a thorough un:
derstanding of the child’s prob-
lem and their work toward the
best solution.
